Fears that a computer virus might cut In- 
ternet access around the world appeared 
to be overblown Monday after authorities 
removed a safety net that had protected in- 
fected machines for months. 

Shortly after midnight, the authorities cut 
off computer servers in New York City that 
had been put in place to direct traffic for in- 
fected computers, which would have been 
unable to access the Internet without their 
help. 

Some blogs and news reports had warned 
that the shutdown of the servers could trig- 
ger a potential “blackout” and described the 
malicious software as the “Internet Dooms- 
day” virus. 

But the virus lacked the strength that some

‘DOOMSDAY’ 
VIRUS 
FIZZLES, 
INTERNET 
TRAFFIC 
FLOWS FINE 


Victims of the virus originally required as- 
sistance because the virus had changed set- 
tings on their PCs, diverting Internet traffic 
through rogue servers that showed them 
advertisements. Police them shut down in 
November. 

Infected machines would have been unable 
to access the Web unless they were repaired, 
so authorities put the backup system in place 
as a stopgap measure. 

As of Sunday the number of machines us- 
ing the clean servers was down to 211,000, 
with about 42,000 in the US., according to 
the FBI. 

That is a tiny fraction of the world’s more 
than 1 billion Internet users, said Luis Cor-

If you had trouble connect- 
ing to the Internet on Monday, 
call your Internet service pro- 
vider and get some help—but 
be patient, many other users 
may be in the same boat. 

If your computer is infected, 
the process may take more 
than just a call. 

The DNS Changer Working 
Group suggests backing up 
your computer and having you 
or a computer professional fol- 
low malware cleanup guides 
that may include reformatting 
the computer’s hard drive and

The number of users who actually lost In- 
ternet service likely was far fewer than the 
211,000 who accessed the temporary server 
Sunday, said Hypponen, of F-Secure.

Meanwhile, the new socn-sertes rail cars 
with the aishe-fucing seats non are on the 
Crocn and Pink lives.

Batman’s flight 


6 | LONDON Holy crash landing, Batman! 
The crime-fighting caped crusader 
could fly but if he did, he would smash into 
the ground and probably die, a group of British 
physics students have calculated. 

Dashing the dreams of comic fans across 
the world, four students from the University of 
Leicester said that while Batman could glide us- 
ing his cape as he does in the 2005 film “Batman 
Begins,” his landing would almost certainly 
prove fatal. 

The superhero is back in cinemas later this 
month in “The Dark Knight Rises” and they 
suggested Batman should go shopping before 
trying a similar attempt to become airborne 
over Gotham City. 


“If Batman wanted to survive the flight, he 
would definitely need a bigger cape,” said Da- 
vid Marshall, 22, one of the students in the fi- 
nal year of their four-year Master of Physics 
degrees. 

“Or if he preferred to keep his style intact he 
could opt for using active propulsion, such as 
jets to keep himself aloft.” 

In a paper titled “Trajectory of a falling Bat- 
man,” the group argued that if he jumped from 
a 492-foot high building, the 15-foot wingspan 
of Batman’s cape would allow him to glide 
1,148 feet. 

However, he would reach a speed of 68 mph 
before hitting the ground at a life-threatening 
speed of 50 mph.

New app lets you 
Snag an easy ride

Drivers with an empty seat in their car can 
find people in need of a ride through a new 
app that connects them with potential 
passengers nearby. 

SideCar, an on demand ride-sharing app, 
lets users request a ride by indicating where 
they would like to be picked up and dropped 
off. 

The app matches them with nearby driv- 
ers —prescreened by the company—who are 
willing to give rides. 

“We're trying to set up a situation where 
people share the burden of transportation 
with each other,” said Blake Wirht, director of 
marketing for San Francisco-based SideCar. 

When someone requests a ride, nearby 
drivers can decide if they want to respond. 
The passenger can compensate the driver 
via the app at a suggested fare that often 
undercuts the cost of a taxi. 

“Longer trips tend to be significantly less 
than taxis and shorter trips are more on par, 
but generally it’s a better deal,” Wirht said. 

Compensating the driver is completely 
voluntary, according to Wirht, who said the 
policy conforms to state ride-sharing regula- 
tions. 

“We have instituted a community average 
which shows people what others in the com- 
munity have been paying for similar rides,” he 
said. 

He added that donating less than the rec- 
ommended fare could cause a passenger to get 
alow rating on the app, and deter drivers from 
accepting the passenger’s ride requests in the 
future. 


Wirht said drivers span a range of ages and 
professions, from part-time waitresses to 
managers at technology companies and even 
retirees. 

“It’s fascinating the people you meet, and a 
lot of people are drawn to it for that reason. 
But there are a lot of people that drive for 
SideCar to offset their costs of vehicle owner- 
ship,” he said. 

Some critics have questioned whether ac- 
cepting a ride with a stranger is wise, but 
Wirht said the company has made safety its 
core focus. 

“In order to be approved as a driver you 
have to go through a vetting process, a back- 
ground check, proof of your valid insurance, 
proof of driver’s license and proof of regis- 
tration,” he said, adding that rides also are 
tracked via GPS. All passengers need to regis- 
ter with a valid credit card. 

“We know who everyone is,” he said. “It’s 
the visibility that creates a very safe environ- 
ment.”

Will you lurch or perch? Do you see yourself 
more as a moaning dead diner—or as the liv- 
ing lunch they pursue? 

These are the type of choices presented 
by Walking Dead Escape: San Diego, which 
is inviting up to 15,000 people to sign up 
for a taste of the terror and bedlam that 
will reign when the actual zombie apoca- 
lypse begins. The event, open to anyone 
16 or older, will be staged July 14-16 inside 
Petco Park as a tie-in to Comic-Con Inter- 
national. 

“We wanted fans to experience—as close- 
ly as possible—the end of the world,” said 
“Walking Dead” creator Robert Kirkman, 
who will join the mad scramble of biters and 
runners. “It’s going to be a fun, messy time.” 

The course, designed by Ruckus Athletics 
and creatively guided by Kirkman, is charac- 
terized by intricate, interactive details true 
to the bestselling comic series, which will be 
celebrating the release of its 100th issue. It’s a 
go-at-your-own-pace event, Kirkman said; no 
one will be timed. 

“You can run, jog, walk,” he said. “I’m prob-

ably going to crawl.” 

Fans can register as a survivor or a Walker— 
there’s also the one-time neutral option of 
taking it all in as a spectator, which doesn’t 
seem to happen very often in the comic book 
or on the tie-in television hit, AMC’s “The 
Walking Dead.” 

Survivors, dodging hordes of zombies, will 
be evaluated at the finish line, or “decontami- 
nation zone,” to see if they’ve been infected. 
Fifteen makeup artists will be on site to make 
the Walkers as grotesque as possible. Specta- 
tors can snap photos from the sidelines. Par- 
ticipants will be sent in waves through the 
ballpark. 

The event isn’t cheap: Tickets start at 
$70. At the end, all participants receive a spe- 
cial variant copy of the rooth issue, which is 
a rare threshold in the world of independent 
comics. Kirkman, who spends about a week 
writing each script, said he’s just getting start- 
ed and there’s plenty of life left in his corpse 
epic. 

“There’s so much more to come,” he said.
